termed "plienomenal." The exact op- 
posite was the case. ' 

It has now tackled tbe C. & O. and K. | 
C. railways, and seems to im-tgine it can 
regulate the operation of these roads.

The running of trains on tbe K. C. 
doesn't please the Republican, and the I 
condition of that road is not jus; wliat | 
our neighbor would have it. That isn't j 
at all strange. | 

It says the road's time card is used to 
rope in suckers at terminal points. As 
much sttention is paid to time-cards on 
the K. C. as on any other rriad. If a 
conductor doesn't keep bis train accord- 
ing to schedule, we venture to say he 
haatoshow satisfactory reasons for the 
failure— either that or a lay-off or dis- 
charge. Delays will occur on the beet 
of roa<ls, and the K. C. is un worse in 
this respect than many others. 

As to the eondition of tba road, the 
Republican aaya:

An employe named Parker' 
was killed many years ago between this 
city and Paris, hnt not in a wreck. He 
fell from the train, if our information i^ 
correct. Not only is it true that uo pas 
senger has ever lost his life in a wreck on 
the Maysville Division of the road, but 
it is likewine true that no one within our 
knowledge has ever been seriously in- 
jured. And we can't recall an instance 
wliere a tr.iin man was killed or seriously 
hurt in a wreck on ibis division, except 
tbe one above mentioned. That's a 

record few romls cati show. 

As for the other divisions of the road, 
wrecks and accidents on tbem are no 

more frdpient than oti other railwaySt 
You see there are two sides to thisoast 
of the K.C., and tbe Bepublican In giving 
one side went far beyond what the facta 
justified, and resorted to abuse and mis- 
representation. But that's the way it 
generally does. The editor of the Ret 
publican has always received courteous 
troatmeat at the hands of the company 
and its employes, and be could certainly 
afford to be fair and confine himself to 
facts and the troth In his oriticisms ot the 
road. 

The company is aware of the fact that 

the Maysville Division is in neecl of r(>pair8', 
and the work uf fitting it up hah li>-eu in 
progress for some time. Railroads are 
not built or repaired in a day. Hixteen 
miles of steel rails were ordered some 
weeks ago, and will be put down as soon 
as received. This will give tbe division 
a steel track from Maysville to Oarllsle, 

as steel rails are already dowti between 
this place and Nepton or Cowan. And 
tba traek from Oarliala to Fnrls is to bo 
repaired also. _ 

Knott's System of Courts. 

The members of the Constitutional 
convention are still engaged in offering 
resolutions and proposed amendments. 
None of these amendments have yet been 
acted on hy tb« oommlttsai In whoM 
bauds they are. 

In addition to thoae heratofore men- 
tioned, ex-Governor Knott ofTered one 
wliicb proposes that the judiciary of the 
State shall he lodged in a Su|)reme Court, 
a Circuit Court and County Court, and 
such subordinate courts ns'roay hereafter 
bo provided by law. Tbe Supreme Court [ 
shall consist of a Chief Justice and fourj 



associate justices. Tbe associate justices 
are to be elected from the State at large. 

and tbe Chief Justice appointed hy the 
Governor from ttie 8taie at large, witb 
the consent of the assooiatee. Tbe term 

of service is twelve years each, and thev 
shall he paid a salary fixed Ijy law. There 
shall be a court to be known as the Cir- 
cuit Court and which sluill hold no less 
than two regular terms each year, snhji ct, 
however, to regulations by law anil ciui- 
sistent with other provisions of tbe Con- 
stitution. It provides for Circuit Court 
districts to he apportioned bv the Leitis- 
ture. The Circuit Judges shall hold their 
ofBcee for a term of eight years and the 
api>ortionment must he so made as to 
leave three of tbe judges to Jederson 
County. The County Court Judges 
are to he elected for a term of si.v years. 
Their duties do not dider materially from 
those of the preeent County Jndgee. 
The drift of Mr. Knott's plans was to 
increase the number and lessen tbe ex- 
tent of the Cirenit Court districts so that 
all the business now ilone hy intermedi- 
ate anil subordinate courts may be trans- 
a(?ted by the (Circuit and County Courts. 
There will under it be no Magistrate or 
Common Pleas Courts unless they are 
created by future legislation, tie also 
providee for four County Commissioners 
in as many districts In each county, con- 
stituting a Board of Claims and Assess- 
ment. One clerk elected by tbe county. 

Judge Whitaker offered a resolution to 
require the Lekjislature to ])aB8 laws sub 
jecting the movable property and rolling 
stock of railroads to lavy and sale for the 
payment of Jodgmonta obtained against 

them. 

Hon. W. J. Hendrick, offered the fol- 
lowing : That the knowingly receiving of 
any vote by frand or bribery shall vltitate 

the poll to the candidiite, and the candi- 
date receiving tbe next luubest number 
of voluntary and uninfluenced votes 
fill ill lie e!ii itled to the ollice. 

Perpetuating the Court of Appeals, 
which is to oonsist of five Judges, and 
prohibiting any Juilge from liolding any 
constitutional ofbce tor a period of three 
years succeeding the expiration of bis 
term. Judges of Circuit ('ourte to be 
elect>*d for twelve years, by circuits, of 
which the Slate shall be divided into five. 

Vesting tbe judicial power of tbe Com- 
monwealth In the Court of Appeals, and 
Jodgea of the Oonrt of Appeals to hold 
office for eighteen years. 

Judge Pugh, of Lewis, has introdnoed 
a reaolution looking to a plan for the re- 
formation of youthful criminals, bj the 
eeublishmont of State reformatOQr In* 
stitutions.

The collector is as necessary to a train 
as a clerk is to a steamboat, and is not 
put on as a "check" on the conductor, as 
our friend says, for were that the case, 
is not tbe collect »r as liable to be diahon- 
eft as the conductor, and what would 
prevent him from tbo koock-down and 
take out system ? 

When the 0. and O. first started the

"register" at such strftions as the ru'es of 
the company req>iire, makes a thunaaiid 
and one reportn too rinnnToiiH to ennmer- 
ate here, and by the time lie reachea the 
end of his trip has put in a full day's 
work without colle<'ting t'ckets. 

It is all very well for our frieml to Hi>eak 
of the "bloated" bondholder.

IBS TWO PRINCIPALS ARRESTED. 



li«A«1lflte and tlMvIa ArrMt*A by London

World. 

London, Sept. 88.— McAnliffe, the 
American sluK^er who was to meet 

Slavin. the AustrHliuii, in .1 fi^rlit to a 
finish at tilt' ( )nn()iidf club l;i-t iiitcht, 
was airc^tfil veBterdaj'. ami ^Imrtly 
afterward Slavin wa« brought in and 
locked up. 

When McAnliffo and Slavin were 
arraigned in coutt, the inspoctur of 
polico, will) made the arrests, jn.-^tified 
them by htatmg that the proimtu'd con- 
test wiM nut to l)e a mere tioxing match, 
Imt a genuine prize flght. He prudnced 
the articles of agreement, and pointed 
out that they provided fur an unlimited 
number of rounds with fonr-once 
glove-i. The gloTeu which were to be 
used had been on exhibition in the win- 
dow8 of a sporting new.spaper establish- 
ment, and were evidently (smaller than 
ordinary four-ounce boxitig gloven. 
They were made very thin ai'oaad the 
knuckles, and would not binder aarere 
punishmeut being inflicted. 

TbeH^creiary of the Ormonde oltib 
deposed that the glovea were the same 
M those ordinarily used. The affair 
WM to be strictly a boxing contest, gov- 
erned by Queenebttry rules. No breach 
of the law was intended. The p dice 
had been incited in this matter by a 
jealous rival clnb. 

The inspector rejoined that nobody 
outside of the police aathorities had 
known that the warrant waH isdued. 

The magistrate directed the iiulice to 
produce the gloree before he would 
paaa iipoh' the illegality of the contest. 
Meantime if the prisoners ventured to 
fl^t'they wonld be aKverely dealt with. 

Wbe •addeuneBS of the arrests pre- 
vented the defendants from obtaining; 
counsel. The legal questiotts involved 
^11 be argtied t^ay. 

•McAnliffe's backers deoUre that Sla- 
Tin, knowing that he was not in proper 
training to tight, allowed the time of 
the propot^ed content to become known 
to the polioe. It is suspected by many, 
however, that the Pelican club set the 
machinery of the laW in motion, in re- 
venge for Slavin's. refusal to Hght in the 
clnas rooms. The postponement of the 
affair has profoundly^ '4ia8)a»ted the 
sporting frawmity. 

All the morning papers a])plaud the 
arrest of McAuliffe and Ulaviu, and ex- 
I»ress a hope that the fight will not be 
allowed to take place in England.
